HERE have been few more 

tumultuous weeks in the colourful 
history of Sydney Olympic, with the 
sacking of coach Berti Mariani after the 
team’s loss to Heidelberg. 

Mariani’s replacement is Tommy 
Sermanni, who was working as an 
assistant coach to Ron Smith with the 
Australian Institute of Sport squad in 
Canberra when the offer was made to 
him. 

According to the players he has 
worked with, Sermanni is a coach 
whose gentle manner belies the 
enormous respect he commands from 
his players. 

Mariani’s loss has sparked guilt 
amongst some Olympic players, who 
feel he has been forced to bear the brunt 
of a situation for which he was largely 
blameless. 

Said one Olympic player: “We all 
played like dogs against Marconi, but 1 
suppose they want to point the’finger 
somewhere.” 

But most are pleased with the 
appointment of Sermanni, and feel 
there is still hope for Olympic this 
season despite their recent 
disappointing form. 

It’s not the first time Sermanni has 
worked at Sydney Olympic — he was 
assistant coach to Mick Hickman back 
in the 1991/92 season. 

However, it wasn’t possible for him 
to move on to Sydney United with 
Hickman when he left, and after a spell 
teaching at Westfield Sport High School 
in Sydney, he returned home to 
Canberra, where he has been since.

ARGENTINA 
— MARADONA WANTED BY 
NEWELL'S — 


Argentinian club Newell’s Old Boys 
are ready to take back Diego Maradona 
after he walked out on them. 

Club trainer Jorge Castellican 
announced: “Diego’s team shirt is ready 
and he can return to training whenever 
he likes.” 

Former Argentinian skipper 
Maradona, who made a comeback 
with the club to pave his way back into 
World Cup contention, quit after 
missing a series of training sessions. 

He was later charged with firing an 
air gun at journalists outside his 
country home, 

The 33-year-old former national 
skipper, however, said he wanted to 
prepare for Argentina’s pre-Cup 
friendlies by playing exhibition 
matches. 

He also revealed he would like to 
help manage Argentina after the 
World Cup, before denying rumours 
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he was taking drugs and in financial 
difficulties. Maradona declared: “My 
daughters will eat caviar all their 
lives.” 

He went on; “I hope to make a 
useful contribution in the World Cup 
with Argentina. If all goes well, I will 
play on for fun and would like to work 
alongside Alfio Basile (Argentina’s 
national coach) and be his assistant.” 

Maradona, whose career in Italy 
was wrecked when he was banned for 
18 months for taking cocaine, 
admitted he may have overreacted 
when he and his entourage opened fire 
on journalists around his country 
home. 

But he added: “I was quite calm and 
not under the influence of drugs. I 
wasn’t just anywhere, I was in my own 
house. Perhaps I overreacted but it’s 
all in the hands of my lawyers now. 

“I did take drugs at one time when 
things were going badly — I made 
some big mistakes then.” 

Maradona, who came out 
of retirement with Newell's 
Old Boys to try and win 
back his place in the World 
Cup side, denied he had 
Money problems. 

“T’m quite secure 
financially and many of the 
people who are saying 
things actually owe me 


FRANCE 
— TAPIE WON'T QUIT — 


Defiant boss Bernard 
Tapie says he'll ignore a 
judge’s order to quit as 
president of European 
champions Marseille, after 
being placed under judicial 
investigation in a bribery 
scam, 

Judge Bernard Beffy — 
investigating an alleged 
attempt by Marseille to 
bribe opponents to lose a 
key league match — has 
ordered Tapie to quit by April 20. 

The judge’s ruling has angered 
Marseille fans who see the probe into 
the alleged bribery as a plot against 
Tapie and the club which won the 
European Cup last May. 


ENGLAND 
— ROMANCE ON THE TERRACES — 


A football fan who proposed to his 
girlfriend by popping the question on a 
scoreboard during a soccer match has 
been named Britain’s most romantic 
man. 

Twenty-nine-year-old Anthony 
Abbott won a holiday for two in Hong 
Kong and Bali in a competition 
organised by British chocolate 
manufacturers Cadbury’s and the 
women’s magazine, She. 

He says he just wanted to make his 
proposal something special that he and 
his girlfriend, 31-year-old Kerrie, would 
always remember, 

So the words: ‘WILL YOU MARRY 
ME?’ flashed up on the scoreboard at 
half-time at a local soccer match in 
Plymouth in England's south-west. 

By the way, Kerrie said yes. 


BRAZIL 
— PELE’S WORRIED — 


Brazil’s greatest ever player Pele said 
he was worried about their chances of 
winning the World Cup, claiming the 
team was not organised and lacked top 
quality strikers. 

In an interview with the daily 
Newspaper O Globo, Pele said he 
considered Sweden the best team in 
Europe, added that England were “a 
mess”, and criticised Argentina’s Diego 
Maradona. 

“I’m worried about the illusion the 
Brazilian people are under,” he said. 

“We had problems qualifying, 
Romario came along and scored two 
goals against Uruguay, and now we think 


we will be champions,” Pele said. 

Asked if the absence of France and 
England had made the World Cup easier, 
Pele replied: “On the contrary. France’s 
style is similar to ours and England are a 
mess. If they had qualified it would have 
been better for us.” 

“People might not understand, but the 
best team in Europe is Sweden.They have 
been playing well for three years.” 

Of Maradona, Pele said: “He was a good 
player. But he doesn’t shoot well with his 
Tight foot, nor does he head well. Bobby 
Charlton was better than him, Rivelino, 
Zico as well. When a player thinks that 
money is everything, he commits many 
mistakes.” 

Referring to his row with FIFA president 
Joao Havelange, which resulted in Pele 
being banned from taking part in the 
World Cup draw in Las Vegas, he 
commented: “Nothing has changed in my 
life. I just regret that the two most 
important Brazilians, Pele and Havelange, 
had this problem.” 

Pele said he had never wanted to be 
president of FIFA, world soccer’s 
governing body: “I don’t have time.” 


GERMANY 
— BREMEN’S DOUBLE AGENT — 


The manager of German league 
champions Werder Bremen admitted in a 
newspaper he had been a double agent for 
West Germany and the Soviet KGB. 

Willi Lemke, regarded as Germany’s top 
manager for taking Bremen out of the red 
and making it one of the league’s richest 
clubs, said he became a spy out of a 
“yearning for adventure, vanity, curiosity 
and duty to my country”. 

Lemke’s spying career began al the age 
of 24, when as a young left-leaning student 
in 1970 he was wined and dined by the 
Soviet vice-consul in pre-unification East 
Germany. 

Lemke was asked to work for the KGB. 
But he immediately informed the Office for 
the Protection of the Constitution (BIV) — 
West Germany's domestic intelligence 
agency — and was told to find out what the 
Russians wanted. 

“It was Cold War. It was exciting,” 
Lemke told Bild. 

Lemke, now 47 and manager of Werder 
Bremen since 1981, was active in the 
centre-left Social Democratic Party (SPD). 
The KGB asked him about SPD leaders and 
wanted their telephone numbers, 

Bremen players were reported to have 
given Lemke their full support, applauding 
when told by trainer Otto Rehhagel about 
their manager's days as a double agent. 


SCOTLAND 
— NO HEART FOR FASHANU — 


Bisexual UK star Justin Fashanu has 
been sacked by his club after being 
interviewed in connection with the death of 
Tory MP Stephen Milligan. 

The end of Fashanu’s contract was 
announced by the manager of Scotland's 
Heart of Midlothian club Sandy Clark who 
says Fashanu has conducted himself in a 
manner unbecoming a professional 
footballer. 

Earlier this week detectives 
investigating Mr Milligan's death flew to 
Edinburgh to ask 31-year-old Fashanu if he 
knew the bachelor MP. 

They were following up a story in The 
People newspaper in which Fashanu 
claimed he was part of a gay three-in-a-bed 
sex scene with senior members of the 


government. 
ITALY 
— MILAN'S ITALIAN CONNECTION— 

Italian coach Arrigo Sacchi called up 
seven players from league leaders AC 
Milan, his old club, for tomorrow's friendly 
against France. 

Sacchi, who coached Milan before 
taking over the national team, named a 19- 
man squad for the match in Naples on 
February 16. 

Italy are using the match as part of their 
warm-up for this year’s World Cup finals 
in the United States. Former European 
champions France were eliminated from 
the World Cup last year, after successive 
home defeats by Israel and Bulgaria.

SPURS IN 
CRISIS 
TALKS

Osvaldo Ardiles has 
admitted he faces his 
toughest challenge in 


management over the next 
three months to prevent 
Tottenham Hotspur 
toppling out of English 
soccer's elite. 

The former Argentine 
international is planning a 
lengthy chat with his 
players this week to head 
off a crisis even more 
serious than the financial 
problems which have 
dogged the club in recent 
times. 

Last Saturday's loss to 
Blackburn was Spurs’s 
sixth successive league 
defeat, a club record, and 
leaves them precariously 
placed six points above the 
relegation zone. 

Despite spending over 
$9 million on new players 
this season, there is not 
universal confidence at 
White Hart Lane that the 
current Spurs side are 
equipped to dodge the 
drop. If they do go down, it 
will be only the second 
time in 44 years the famous 
north London club have 
been out of the top 


division. 

Ardiles, much loved by 
the club’s supporters in his 
playing days, is not 
denying the seriousness of 
the situation. 

“T have been talking with 
my staff about the position 
and we will have a long talk 
with the players on 
Monday. We are playing 
with a lack of confidence at 
the moment, but [ don’t 
want to blame individuals. 

“Everything is going 
against us and my own 
confidence is also suffering. 
But I have to be the 
strongest of all. It is no fun 
to be involved in a run like 
this, but 1 have never 
considered resigning.” 

Ardiles could scarcely 
have envisaged such a 
scenario when club 
chairman Alan Sugar 
installed him as manager 
last year in the wake of 
Terry Venables’s dramatic 
departure. 

“The chairman has been 
extremely supportive in 


Vv 


every respect but we are 
now in a very 
compromising situation,” 
admitted Ardiles. 

“From now until the end 
of the season every match 
is going to be like a cup 
final for us.” 

There are 13 ‘cup finals’ 
left for Ardiles and his 
players, but there is at least 
some encouraging news for 
the beleagured squad. 

Their scheduled next 
opponents, Aston Villa, 
currently unbeaten in 
seven matches, are 
involved in the F.A. Cup 
next weekend which gives 
Spurs a fortnight’s respite 
from league action. 

By the time they 
reappear against Chelsea in 
a televised clash in two 
weeks, it is possible some 
of their injury worries may 
have eased, 

Skipper Gary Mabbutt is 
hoping to return wearing a 
protective mask following. 
the severe facial injuries he 
suffered against 
Wimbledon in November. 


Norwegian goalkeeper 
Erik Thorstvedt, Jason 
Dozzell and Micky Hazard 
have been other absentees, 
but striker Teddy 
Sheringham, who scored 10 
goals in 13 games before 
suffering a torn cartilage, 
has becn the most serious 
loss. 

Since Sheringham was 
injured in October, Spurs 
have won only two 
Premier League games and 
the crowd have grown 
impatient. 

“This is the most difficult 
spell I’ve had, my biggest 
challenge, no doubt,” said 
Ardiles, committed to the 
passing game he favoured 
as a player. 

“T will never question 
my principles, but playing 
good football means 


winning as well. You can’t 
say you’re playing good 
football when you're losing 
all the time.” 

In the glory days when 
Ardiles was helping Spurs 
win the FA Cup in the early 


eighties, the Tottenham 
fans loved to sing: “Ossie’s 
going to Wembley, his 
knees have gone all trembl- 
ey”. 
Unless things improve, 
the nerves of those same 
supporters will be seriously 
stressed in May.

Ryan Giggs took 
Manchester United a step 
closer to Wembley, but 
Sheffield Wednesday stayed 
in the hunt for their third 
cup final appearance in two 
years. 

Giggs’s 12th goal of the 
season gave the Reds a 1-0 
advantage in the first leg of 
the League Cup semi-final. 

But Wednesday, who 
lost twice in Wembley 
finals to Arsenal last year, 
could still wreck United’s 
bid for a tripte success this 
season at home on 
February 23. 

A blundered back-pass 


by Swede Roland Nilsson 
fell short to let Giggs in 
after 19 minutes for the 
only goal of the game. 
That allowed United to 
extend their unbeaten run 


to 31 games. 
The Welsh wizard read 
Nilson’s intentions 


perfectly, skipped round 
Kevin Pressman as he 
dashed off his line, and Teft- 
footed slotted in his 
seventh goal of the last 11 
matches from the acutest of 
angles. 

Wednesday manager 
Trevor Francis had taken a 
gamble with the fitness of 
three of his stars to beef up 
an attack that has only 
been outscored by United 
in this season's 
Premiership. 

Winger Andy Sinton, 
just one game into his 
comeback, was joined by 
Chris Waddle on the other 
flank, starting for the first 
time in 11 games. 

But the boldest move 
was the recall of striker 


David Hirst for his first 
start since scoring his only 
goal of the season against 
Southampton on 
September 18 before

Wednesday came closer 
than anyone to 
interrupting Manchester's 
unbeaten run when they led 
until two Steve Bruce 
injury time goals last April.

SU eEREAND have not reached 
the finals of a major competition 
since the 1966 World Cup in England 
— when, not surprisingly, they were 
eliminated from a first-round group 
including West Germany, Spain and 
Argentina, 

Of course, they have Scotland to 
blame for their last recent failure: it was 
Scotland who qualified for the 1992 
European Championship finals from a 
qualifying group which included the 
Swiss. Switzerland are now under a 
different manager, Englishman Roy 
Hodgson has taken over from Uli 
Stielike, the former West German 
World Cup finalist. 

Stielike complained that the Swiss 
had grown so used to losing big matches 
that the idea-of striving to beat the odds 
never occurred to them, He says it was 
as if providing the headquarters of both 
world governing body FIFA, in Zurich, 
and European confederation UEFA, in 
Bern, mattered more than success out 
on the pitch.

ENNIS BERGKAMP is the 

new superstar of Dutch 
football. He, according to his 
admirers, is the natural successor 
to a long line of great players 
stretching down from Abe 
Leenstra before World War II, 
Faas Wilkes in the 1950s, Coen 
Moulijn in the 1960s, Johan 
Cruyff in the 1970s, to Marco 
Van Basten and Ruud Gullit in 
the 1980s. 

Not that Van Basten and 
Gullit have disappeared from the 
scene. But their greatest days 
now lie behind them; two great 
players whose achievements are 
already enshrined in the history 
of the international game and 
whose careers have been 
battered by injury. 

Bergkamp is their successor 
in many ways. Like Cruyff and 
Van Basten he was brought up 
through the youth teams of 
Ajax, like Cruyff and Van 
Basten he was a teenage golden 
boy; like Cruyff and Van Basten, 
it was not long before the 
lucrative offers from Latin 
America and Europe began to 
rain in and make his departure 
inevitable. In Cruyff’s case that 
departure was to Barcelona for 
$1.9 million in 1973; in Van 
Basten’s case it was to Milan for 
$3 million in 1987; in 
Bergkamp’s case it was to 
Internazionale of Milan for $16

million. 

The comparative sums 
express transfer market 
inflation. They also demonstrate 
quite how highly Bergkamp’s 
potential is considered. 

Cruyff had a role to play. In 
the mid-1980s, finally having 
retired from playing after a 
glorious if controversial career 
with Ajax, Barcelona, Los 
Angeles Aztecs, Levante 
(Spain), Ajax again and then 
Feyenoord, Cruyff turned to 
management. 

He hardly needed the money. 
But he needed football. He 
lacked the formal qualifications 
necessary for a coach’s 
appointment in Holland, but 
Ajax circumvented the miles and 
regulations by making him 
“technical director”. In that role 
Cruyff joined in training, 
selected the team, dictated the 
style and tactics, and sought to 
rejuvenate the Ajax squad. 

Not for Cruyff the fear of 
promoting the club's young 
talent. Thus, in March 1987, he 
plucked Bergkamp from youth 
team obscurity and named him 
in the squad to travel to Sweden 
to play Malmo in the Cup- 
Winners’ Cup. There was just 
one complication: the day 
before the game Bergkamp had 
an important examination at 
school. So Cruyff let him travel a

day later, before rewarding 
Bergkamp with a 21-minute run- 
‘out as substitute in the second 
half. 

He was, at that time, a left- 
side striker though it was on the 
Tight that he had made his league 
debut against Roda on 
December 14, 1986, when he 
was still only 17-years, six 
months and 26 days old. 

In that first season Bergkamp 
ended his football term with two 
goals in 14 league appearances, 
and with a medal from the Cup- 
Winners’ Cup in which he 
appeared again as a second-half 
substitute for Rob Witschge in 
the 1-0 victory over 
Lokomotive Leipzig. 

Next season it was five goals in 
25 appearances. And then, just as 
he had “arrived”, so Cruyff, his 
mentor, left for Barcelona. 

Kurt Linder, Cruyff’s successor, 
thought Bergkamp was not ready 
for the great occasions. He put 
Bergkamp back into the reserves. 
But that was not Linder’s only 
mistake and he was soon looking 
for work elsewhere. Bergkamp 
was restored to the action in the 
place of Van Basten, who had 
been sold to Milan, and his career 
Took off. 

Between October 1988 and 
January 1989 he scored in a 
record 10 consecutive league 
matches. His talent even 
prompted a cheeky offer from 
old rivals Feyenoord, and it 
demonstrates the sort of 
confusion into which Ajax had 
sunk that they very nearly 
accepted it before the fans’ fury 
forced a change of mind. 

From then on, the 
controversies ceased. No doubt 
in anyone’s mind now that 
Bergkamp was star quality, and 
his achievements proved it. 

In 1991 Bergkamp was joint 
top Dutch league marksman — 
alongside PSV Eindhoven’s 
Brazilian, Romario — with 25 
goals. In 1992 he was alone as 
leading marksman, again on 25, 
and led Ajax to victory in the 
Cup-Winners' Cup. One more 
year, 1992, and he was starring 
in the finals of the European 
Championship, hailed as the 
“new Van Basten.” Ajax could 
Not resist the multi-million offer 
from Inter, who won a three- 
way auction with A.C, Milan and 
Juventus. 

Adjusting to Italy — both the 
life and the football — has taken 
Bergkamp time. But a hat-trick 
against Rapid Bucharest of 
Romania in the first round of the 
UEFA Cup was a good sign ... for 
Inter, for Holland and, not least, 
for football in general.

“For me, Brazil’s ideal 
attack would be formed of 
myself, Bebeto. and 
Edmundo,” Romario said 
during a recent television 
debate. 

Romario does not pick 
the team, so Edmundo 
might have to wait his 
turn. But the compliment 
cannot be taken lightly, 
coming from a player who 
is better known for 
moaning and groaning 
about his teammates than 
lavishing praise on them. 

Edmundo’s style often 
bears a striking 
resemblance to 
Romario’s. He has 
explosive pace, excellent 
dribbling ability and the 
knack for scoring goals, 
many of them spectacular, 

Unfortunately, he 
share the same 
disciplinary problems 
Edmundo has been for an 
early shower five times 
this year, and escaped a 
lengthy ban thanks only to 
the notorious leniency of 
the Brazilian authorities. 

They generously 
overturned a four-month 
ban imposed after he had 
shown his displeasure at

IOGRAPHIES of 19- 

year-olds do not 
usually attain War and 
Peace dimensions, and if 
Julen Guerrero were to put 
pen to paper his story 
probably would boil down 
to a couple of pages. 

“Fi’s just a question of 
ten years of hard work on 
the training ground,” he 
shrugs. “No, I've never had 
any idols. 

“No, I don’t dream 
about joining a bigger club. 
I dream of winning titles, 
but I dream of winning 
them here.” 

“Here” is his native 
Bilbao and the ten years of 
drudgery have taken place 
at Athletic’s training 
complex at Lezama. His 
low-key, low-adrenalin 
attitude is vastly at odds 
with a surname which 
means Warrior. 

So, for that matter, is his 
football — to the extent 
that he was dropped from 
the Spanish side which beat 
the Republic of Ireland 3-1 
at Lansdowne Road 


because coach Javier 
Clemente thought him too 
fragile for a heavyweight 
contest, Had Spain lost, 
questions would have been 
asked about the exclusion 
of the country’s brightest 
prospect. 

Guerrero has gone into 
the history books behind 
another Bilbao player, 
Angel Zubieta, who was 
born on July 17, 1918 and 
made his international 
debut on April 26, 1936. 

Julen Guerrero Lopez 
was born on January 7, 
1974, and became Spain’s 
second-youngest cap when 
called up for a friendly with 
Mexico on January 27, 
1993, at 19 years and 20 
days. 

He then continued 
against Lithuania and 
Northern Ireland before 
hitting both goals in the 
return in Lithuania and 
repeating the trick against 
Chile. He was substituted 
during the 5-1 win in 
Albania. 

Julen may be right to 


stress his routine 
development since he went 
to Lezama as a nine-year- 
old, under the wing of ex- 
international Jesus Garay, 

Some even maintain that 
he is a “laboratory 
product”. If so, others 
would dearly like to steal 
the formula. More positive 
assessors label him “the 
Basque Laudrup”. 

Bilbao’s answer to the 
great Dane was born in the 
suburb of Portugalate on. 
the left bank of the River 
Nervion. He was a glassy- 
eyed ten-year-old when 
Athletic last paraded the 
League trophy down the 
Tiver on a barge. 

Despite ‘his grounding at 
Lezama, Guerrero was 
considered to be “too 
technical” to make the 
grade at San Mames. 
German coach Jupp 
Henyckes, though, is 
rightly given credit for 
spotting the potential. 

As recently as the 1991- 
92 season Julen was 
skippering the youth side 


to a League and Cup 
double. Many thought this 
would earn him a place in 


the reserve team of 
Athletic Bilbao. 
Heynckes, instead, 


decided the young warrior 
was ready to be blooded 
and announced that he and 
young ‘keeper Juanjo 
Valencia could leapfrog 
over the reserves. 

The coach has paid so 
much attention to his 
development that Julen has 
been lumbered with the tag 
of “Heynckes’s nephew.” 

Henyckes, abandoning 
the British-style long-ball 
game which has been 
Athletic’s hallmark, set the 
scene for ball-playing 
midfielder Guerrero to use 
his skill and vision to 
maximum effect. 

As an Under 19 
international at 16, he 
always had been a likely 
lad, but he admitted that 
boredom soon set in if he 
did not have the ball, and 
his temperament was 
deemed fragile.

He answered that with

For all this, Edmundo

SCANDAL ROCKS BRAZIL 


Four soccer directors and five referees have been 
accused by federal police of fraud for their alleged 
involvement in Brazilian soccer's match-fixing scandal. 

The directors include Eduardo Viana, president of the 
Rio de Janeiro soccer federation, and Eurico Miranda, a 
director of leading club Vasco da Gama, a federal police 
spokesman said. 

The accusations were brought following a month-long 
investigation by federal police into the scandal, which 
erupted in December. 

‘The nine have also been accused of forming a criminal 
gang, a punishable offence under Brazilian law. 

Under the Brazilian judicial system, the police report 
will now be analysed by a state prosecutor and a judge who 
will decide whether the nine should be formally charged and 
sent for trial. 


EL TEL LOSING INTEREST 


New England football coach Terry Venables is being 
sued by the National Westminster Bank for $130,000. 

NatWest has issued a High Court writ claiming the 
money is due under a guarantee given by Venables for 
the repayment of a $380,000 loan taken out by a 
company called Recall City Limited. 

The $130,000 is said to be the balance owing on 
October 28 last year, when the bank called in the loan 
with interest, which is still mounting at the rate of $38 
per day. 


WORLD CUP PRODUCER NEEDED 


World Cup organisers said they were seeking a new 
producer for the lavish opening ceremony to the 
tournament this June after the collapse of an agreement 
with Walt Disney Co. 

World Cup senior press officer John Griffin said a 
lucrative agreement between the Disney entertainment 
giant and the World Cup to produce the opening ceremony 
in Chicago on June 17 had been terminated by mutual 
consent. 

He declined to put a precise figure on the deal but 
confirmed it was a “multi-million dollar contract” to 
produce a stadium extravaganza lasting around 30 
minutes. 

“Basically, our theme is America welcomes the 
world,” said Griffin. 

“We wanted a soccer theme, they (Disney) wanted a 
Disney theme with some soccer thrown in.” 

“We had basically signed an agreement. But when 
our entertainment people sat down with their 
production people we couldn't agree on how the show 
would look,” he added. 

Griffin said the organisers were turning to those who 
bid for the contract alongside Disney. 

“There's still plenty of time,” he said. 

“It’s not like we had progressed with Disney to the 
Point where we had a plan and are now starting from 
scratch again.” 

The month-long tournament, with 24 nations 
competing, is the world’s largest single-sport event, 

Organisers estimate 1.5 billion television viewers 
worldwide will tune in to watch the opening ceremony 
at Chicago’s Soldier Field before the first match 
between defending champions Germany and Bolivia. 
The final is in Pasadena, California, on July 17.

Trafford (Manchester United), Villa Park (Aston Villa), 
St James’s Park (Newcastle United), Hillsborough 
(Sheffield Wednesday), City Ground (Nottingham 
Forest) and Wembley. 

An PA spokesman said they were confident that the 
games would be played as planned. 


FA CUP SHOCK FOR KEEGAN 


First Division sirupglers Luton Town became the 
latest FA Cup giant-killers when they knocked out 
Kevin Keegan’s Premier League Newcastle United 2-0 
in a thrilling fourth-round replay. 

Luton beat Newcastle, 2-0 with goals in each half 
from 18-year-old John Hartson and Scott Oakes, 21. 

Luton now plays Second Division Cardiff in the fifth 
round, and joins a list of giant-killers which already 
includes minnows Charlton, Cardiff, Stockport County 
and Port Vale. 

In other matches, First Division Bristol City, who 
knocked Liverpool out in the third round, ended 
Stockport's run, demolishing the Second Division side 
4-0 in a postponed fourth-round match, They now play 
Charlton, 

Premier League Oldham won 1-0 at Stoke to set up 
a fifth round match against Barnsley, who beat 
Plymouth by the same score.

NAPOLI BOARD RESIGN 


The entire board of debt-ridden former Italian soccer 
champions Napoli quit in a move to try to save the club from 
ruin. 

The club’s general manager Ottavio Bianchi was named 
sole director’ of the once-mighty force in’Italian soccer at a 
shareholders’ meeting at which the rest of the board resigned. 

Napoli, which won its first league title in 1987 when 
Bianchi was coach and Argentine Diego Maradona was 
captain, has debts of almost $70 million. 

Bianchi’s interim appointment until mid-July is part of a 
plan by Naples mayor Antonio Bassolino and the Italian 
Soccer League and federation to keep the club afloat until the 
end of the season in the hope that it can find a buyer. 

“Napoli’s problem is one of money. The only miracle 
Bianchi can perform is to find it,” said Ellenio Gallo, who 
Tesigned as president after 27 years with the club. 

He said he had quit because he could not find anyone to 
work with, despite being ready to buy 50 per cent of the club. 

“T hope Bianchi finds partners, otherwise there’s not much 
he can do,” Gallo told reporters. 

Bianchi, who lives in northern Italy, was not at the 
meeting and said he would make no comment for the time 
being. 


FASHANU SACKED 


Veteran striker Justin Fashanu has been sacked by his 
Scottish club, Hearts, with the club claiming the action has 
nothing to do with newspaper allegations that he had two 
homosexual affairs with British Government ministers. 

Hearts claim Fashanu, brother of Wimbledon's English 
striker John, was suspended because he failed to turn up to 
training. 

Fashanu, now 33, came to prominence in 1979 when he 
scored the Goal of the Season for Norwich City. He later 
joined Brian Clough’s Nottingham Forest for $2.5 million, 
becoming, at the time, Britain’s most expensive player. 

However, his promising career never got going, and he 
was plagued by injury and loss of form. Hearts signed him 
at the beginning of this season. 


WEMBLEY’S CASH ROW 


Wembley chairman Sir Brian Wolfson has hit back at the 
English Football Association for going public in their cash 
Tow. 
He is annoyed with the FA for threatening to take England 
internationals and the FA Cup final away from the famous 
stadium in response to their stalled negotiations over a new 
contract. 

“Wembley has a contract with the FA to the year 2002 and 
it intends to honour that contract in every detail,” he said. 

“We're partners with the FA and believe that our 
conversations should be conducted across the board table, 
rather than through the media, 

“It’s disappointing to us that the interpretation of the 
terms of the contract should have become such an emotive 
issue, particularly as it was Wembley which instigated 
arbitration.” 

‘The FA is threatening to tear up its contract with Wembley 
and seek a new venue for big games because it receives no 
cash from perimeter advertising, programme sales, 
refreshments, bars or car parking at the stadium. 

It is also given only a third of gate receipts and television 


‘The FA also claims Wembley’s owners are actively using 
their links with England and the Cup final to entice new 
advertisers in a deal said to be worth $7.3m over five years. 

“We think the contract is unfair as it stands, but it’s not 
our style to rip up contracts,” FA spokesman David 
Bloomfield said. 

. “We hope common sense will prevail and it will be 
reviewed. 

“We hope England and the FA Cup stay at Wembley, but 
we have to look after our interests within the game and to do 
that we need finance.” 

Talks about renegotiating the 2002 deal have been going 
on for 18 months with no agreement. A judgement is 
expected at the end of March, 

One alternative venue suggested was London’s 
Twickenham rugby stadium, but Rugby Football Union 
secretary Dudley Wood dismissed the option. 

“There’s no possibility that Twickenham would be used for 
soccer,” Wood said. 

“We're a rugby ground and we've given undertakings to 
our local residents that the stadium will not be used for 
staging any other sports.” 

On the other hand, Manchester United manager Alex 
Ferguson reacted warmly to the idea of Old Trafford staging 
England games.
